An Eighty Miles Argument. 


At a Baptism which was witnessed by the 
writer not long since and not far away, the 
officiating minister remarked that “our Lord 

went eighty miles to be baptized.” The in- 
tent of the remark was to make it appear, 
that He went that distance, and took that 
pains in order to be immersed, in distinction 
from being sprinkled. The Scripture sim- 
ply says, “ Then cometh Jesus from Galilee 
to Jordan, unto John te’ be baptized of him.” 
Galilee rejoiced in‘ beautiful lake of wa- 
ter, thirteen miles long and six miles wide. 
If your traveling Editor should report that 
a gentleman being near Clear Lake went 
down to Cache Creek to be baptized, it would 
by no means follow that he went to be im- 
mersed. It might be so. But you would 
need some fuller evidence. It might be, he 
went because there was a church there, and 
not at Clear Lake. Of, because a certain 
minister was there by whem he preferred 
to be baptized. It is not to be supposed that 
the minister, who used-such an argument as 
the above, really thinks that the question 
between the form of baptism, whether it 
were affusion or submersion, entered at all 
into our Lord’s thoughts as a motive to take 
a journey of eighty miles. 

Yet it is by just such a mental process— 
which separates the smallest element in bap- 
tism, that is, the mode, from:the other ele- 
ments, the use of water and the consecra- 
tion to Father, Son‘and Holy Ghost—that 

‘our brethren deny to our solemn ordinance 
the name of Baptism. What though we 
have called the Holy names over ourselves, 
openly avowed our adherence to Christ, have / 
used the water as the symbol of cleansing 
and a new life, have done it all in the spir- 
it of obedience to Christ and with the intel- 
ligent intent of honoring his ordinance, yet 
there is nothing in it which deserves the 
name of Baptism ! Our Lord we may be 
sure never went eighty miles to throw his 
influence and example on the side of such 
a schism in his Church ; to exalt the letter 
above the spirit. 

Signs multiply, here and in other parts 
of our country, that they who hold the Prot- 
estant and Primitive Christianity, are bound 

_ to own each others ordinances and ministry. | - 
They gannot afford to present a divided 
front. The low church Episcopalians have 
been pressed toward the centre, alike by 
their love of Christ's people and by their 
revulsion against the ritualism and preten- 
sion of the High Churchmen. All that re- 
mains, is that our Baptist brethren, adher- 
ing, if they must, to their views of Believers’ 
Immersion, should nevertheles acknowledge 
the spiritual validity of the ordinance of 

as administered by other branches 
of the Protestant and Evangelical Christian 

Church.. The tendency in this direction is 

growing stronger each year. Cases of im- 

mersion in Congregational, Presbyterian 


and Methodist churches multiply.

Liberal Education. 


NUMBER FIVE. 


Liberal education is of no small import- 
ance to religion. The truths of Christianity 
have nothing to lose by enlightenment, in- 
vestigation, intellectual culture. On the 
contrary, they have a basis in reason and 
sound philosophy, as well as in historical 
fact, so solid and unassailable that clearness 
of conviction and faith are commonly in di- 
rect ratio with the amount of knowledge 
and mental power brought to bear upon 


these doctrines, when not influenced by 


prejudice. The truth of this not only is 
striking to every candid mind, but may be 


demonstrated from history. The revival of 


learning and that of religion, after the intel- 
lectual and spiritual night of the dark ages, 
occurred about the same time. It was not 
religion that invoked the aid of ignorance 
and superstition to retain its hold upon men 
and forbade learning to the laity, and took 


the Bible away from them— it was political | 
ambition and priestcraft under the cloak of | 


religion, in a word, Antichrist. ~ 

On the other hand, the founders of our 
nation built colleges avowedly in the inter- 
est of religion, and in the belief that they 
should thus best promote true religion ; 
and the result of their efforts has amply ve- 
rified their belief and proved their wisdom. 
That part of the country most completely 
christianized is the very part where colleges 
are most numerous, and liberal education 
most common and most§highly prized. 

But “the founders ” not only had in view 
the advancement of religion through the 
general influence of liberal education, but 


also a specific want; that of an educated 


ministry. They believed that the teachers 
of Christianity ought to have the best pos- 
sible opportunities to prepare for their 


work ; so that they might, by increase of in- 


tellectual power, do more for their Master, 
and, as an important result of symmetrical 
and liberal culture, conceive and teach 
Christian doctrine without extravagance or 
disproportion, in its proper relations to all 
things. 

Every very useful and 
phase of religion is liberal in the best sense 


of that word. While it invites no sneering 


and unfair criticism, it has confidence in the 
inherent power of truth, feels that it is not 
learning, erudition or intellect that are ar- 
rayed against it, but the sin and malice 
which sometimes use them; it knows the 
boldest and wildest speculations of the ene- 
mies of religion have often recoiled upon 
their own heads, by showing their own ab- 
surdity or throwing new light upon the doc- 
trines they hate. Even if it cannot itself 
control all the means of liberal education, 
and tincture them with religion at the very 
source, it will not stand aloof, suspect and 
criticise, but add its vital force, and strive 
to get praise for the Lord where it would 
not be expected. 


Undoubtedly all education ought to be} 


religious, and none can be in the best sense 
liberal, unless it is religious. 
liberal education is a good and necessary 
thing and ought to be encouraged by Christ- 
ians as much as anybody. Very much may 
be indirectly done for the cause of truth and 
piety by the promotion of intelligence and 
learning. As a specimen of what may be. 
done by the State when its action is prompt- 
ed by American energy, take the University 
of Michigan. This institution has been 


built up in a few years to a rank not infe- 


rior to those which, supported only by pri- 
vate charity, have existed for centuries. It 
possesses good instructors, abundant appa- 
ratus and libraries, and a scholarly spirit ; 
and is as freé as any free school. Would 
any one wish this noble and beneficent insti- 
tution out of existence, because it is not sub- 
ject to religion or imbued with piety ?— 
Surely not. “t is a bold and successful ex- 
periment in the cause of liberal education ; 
it will elevate the whole State, and repay 
its cost a hundred fold, even in the a 
or financial sense. 


If I may, without presumption, express | 


my own opinion, it is that we are soon com- 
ing. to similar point in the -history of our 
own State: to a time when we must choose 


‘between liberal’ education subordinate to 


religion or completely separated from it. 
Liberal education we must have; its per- 
manent founding cannot be much longer 
delayed; it must be embodied either in a 
Christian university built by private liber- 
ality, or a State institution, which will 
necessarily be entirely secular. If it be 
absolutely impossible to found the former, 
then we- must work for the latter. But 
assuredly if the latter be founded, or if the 
State adopt for this purpose some of our 
best and strongest institutions, all hope of a 
strong and permanent distinctively Christ- 
ian university will be delayed for many 
years. May the kingdom of God suffer no 
such defeat in our midst. “Choose ye this

So the “ vigilance commit- 
tee” evinces a healthy moral tone. And 
the absence of courts, jails and other ready 
means of justice seems to render necessary 
these swift and stern measures of frontier 
jurisprudence. 

In a multitude of points I can trace re- 


‘semblances here now to what Grass Valley, 


Cal., was fifteen years ago, and I shall not 
be surprised if in less than half that time 
the population and wealth here, and moral 
influence for good shall much exceed that 
of Grass Valley to-day. The natural re- 
sources—soil, climate and gold and silver 
mines are here now. Give them the men,

CITY ITEMS. 

Great Fire. Cosmopouitan Hore, Partiy 

Destrorep.—Tuesday between 3 and 4 o’clock, 
P.M., fire broke out in the upper story of this mag- 
nificent building—owing to a defect in a flue—and 
despite the efforts of the inmates to extinguish it, 
soon gained terrible power, and for a time threat- 
ened the total conflagration of the house. But the 
efficiency of the Fire Department wiih their admi- 
rable machines, finally overmastered the flames. 
Fortunately the weather was unusually calm, and 
no other buildings were seriously exposed. 
_. The upper and fourth stories of the hotel were 
burned, and the fire‘ penetrated to the third story 
but did not make headway there. The unburnt 
portion was very heavily damaged by the flood of 
water that was poured in from above. The loss to 
‘the building, ‘of farniture, ete., will probably ex- 
ceed $150,000. House and farnitare insured for 
$60,000. 

Daring the fire, @ man was s eeriously injured by 
falling from the second story, and another hurt by 
a falling cornice. 

THe Supreme Court ON THE ALAMEDA wie 
ry.—The Call says :—“ Some time ago Mr Wheel- 
er, of Wheeler’s Alameda Express, was refused 
permission to travel on the Alameda ferryboat, 


» owing to his having had a personal difficulty with 


the Superintendent of the line. He entered the 
cars at San Leandro, and tendered the conductor 
his fare to San Francisco; but it was rejected, pay- 
ment being received only for the railroad, and the 
boat refused to carry him. He sued the Railroad 
and Ferry Company for damages, and recovered 
judgment, The case was carried to the Supreme 
- Court, and the decision of.the inferior Court. af- 
firmed. ‘The Supreme Court held that the Ferry 
and Railroad line was one Company, and that the 
Railroad Company must carry beyond its route 
where transportation is _— by water to reach 
the end of the route. 

SouTHERN Retrer.—Thomas H. Selby, Treas- 
urer of the Southern Relief Fund, has made anoth- 
er remittance to the Treasurer of the New York 
Association of $10,000 in gold, making $40,000 in 


gold sent from California thus far. 


PACIFIC COAST.
